The statement created wide- 
spread discussion and in response 
the Canadian Government an- 
nounced it would investigate the 
chrages. 

The rebuke was made by Saul 
Hayes, national executive director 
of the Congress. It was printed 
in the form of an open letter in 
the Canadian Jewish CHRON- 
ICLE of Montreal. 

In his statement to The Post, 
Rabbi Feinberg reaffirmed the 
charge. He said that the Canadian 
immigration authorities had ad- 
vised the International Refugee 
Organization in Germany not to 
Send Jews as nurses or domes: 
ties. 

Did Not Hold Evidence 

Rabbi Feinberg denied Hayes’ 
charge that he had withheld his 
evidence from the Congress, as- 
serting that on Sept. 1 he mailed 
‘some important material” to 
Hayes, He said he mailed the ma- 
teriai after he nad been informed 
that the Congress executive was 
scheduled to meet to consider the 
situation, 

The rabbi indicated he was 
shocked when on Sept. 5, the 
Canadian Jewish EAGLE pub- 
lished Hayes’ letter of rebuke, 
% a release from the Congress.

“First, the document in which 
the IRO was instructed to ex- 
clude ‘Jews and Armenians’ from 
the Canadian nurses and domes- 
tic program is dated June 29, 
1949.” 

Asserting that he had in his 
possession an exact copy of the 
document, he cited the date in 
rebuttal to Hayes’ statement that 
directive some 18 
months ago had been disposed of 
satisfactorily by the Congress. 

Rabbi Feinberg said that Hayes 
“assumed.more or less that the 
directive in my hands dates back 
to the negotiations two years 
past. Actually, the IRO official 
in Germany showed me _ the 
shocking document on his own 
initiative, to procure some help 
in getting Jews out of that coun- 
try, since so many lands, as 
listed in the directive—Chile, 
Brazil, United Kingdom,: Canada 
—had instituted a discriminatory 
policy.” 

“Second my statement in Paris 
was not made to, or at, a meeting 
of the World Jewish Congress, 
which I attended as a representa- 
tive of the Canadian Jewish Con- 
gress. 

“This error has been repeated 
over and over again in Jewish 
publications, despite Mr. Hayes’ 
knowledge to the contrary, and 
with the implication that I had 
involved Canadian Jewry in a 
‘charge’ uttered solely on my 
personal responsibiltiy. 

JDC Approved 

“Third, I consulted the Joint 
Distribution Committee offices in 
Munich and Paris, informing 
them of the document revealed 
to me by the IRO. They did not 
interpose any objections to pub- 
lication, and even hoped it might 
expedite the movement of Jewish 
DPs out of Germany.” 


Rabbi Feinberg denied flatly “a 
general allegation of anti-Semit- 
ism” of which he was accused. 
He said no such statement ever 
appeared in “any statement of 
mine at any time.”

NEW YORK — Thirteen men 
and three women, all present or 
former students at the City Col- 
lege of New York, were found 
guilty of disorderly conduct last 
week in connection with a CCNY 
campus strike against two faculty 
members accused of anti-racial 
bias. 


Magistrate William E. Ringel, 
after finding the young people 
guilty, suspended sentence on 
each. 


The defendants were accused 
of refusing to limit the number 
of pickets and to disperse in an 
area near the college main 


building during the strike. 

The action last April 11 was in

Davis.

Rabbi Feinberg then took up 
the rebuke that he had violated 
proprieties of clearance of his 
statement with the Congress 
commenting that “How can any- 
one declare with absolute confi- 
dence that ‘silence’ or ‘diplomacy’ 
has brought Jewish displaced per- 
sons to this Dominion?” 


He asserted that “already, the 
response of our Government to 
the IRO directive has changed, 
significantly, from forthright de- 
nial to a declaration of intent to 
investigate!” 

Why He Did It 


In an indirect justification of 
his stand, Rabbi Feinberg listed 
three factors to justify all possi- 
ble pressure to increase Jewish 
immigration from Germany. 

He said that Israel must have 
a breathing-spell from the flood 
of immigration; that “if possible, 
not a single Jew should be left 
in Germany against his desire,” 
and that Canada “territorially, 
economically and spiritually, of- 
fers a chance for a decent, secure 
and constructive life.” 


“Whatever any Canadian, Jew 
or Gentile, can do to promote the 
admission of Jewish DPs ought 
to be attempted, as a benefit to 
our people overseas, and to our 
country here,” he said.

Toronto Temple Zoning Ban 
Nears Reversal Over Protests

A zoning 


dispute involving three syn- 


agogues neared solution this week when the York Township Council 
tentatively reversed an order banning a building permit for Goel 
Tzedec Congregation’s new synagogue. 


The other two synagogues 
Temple and the Beth Sholom, 
which like Goel Tzedec, is Con- 
servative. 

The five to three vote to amend 
the present bylaw followed a 
search by the township council 
for an alternative site, over the 
protests of Goel Tzedec, now 
housed in an ancient structure 
which it has long since outgrown. 

Three All Together 

The site at Bathhurst and War- 
wick Avenue chosen by Goel 
Tzedec is part of a half-mile area 
in which are also located Holy 
Blossom and the site of a new 
Beth Sholom synagogue. (NJP 
Aug. 5). 

The township council origi- 
nally voted the ban for several 
reasons, one being objections 
to such a concentration of syn- 
agogues. 

Charges of bias against the 
township council were rejected 
by Beth Sholom, whose officials 
fear that a new and competing

The motion to amend the zon- 
ing law and permit Goel Tzedee 
to bulid on the Bathhurst site 
included a request to the congre- 
gation to pay $20,000 compensa- 
tion for loss of taxes. 

Council Help Rejected 

The township council proposed 
several alternate sites but all of 
them were turned down by Goel 
Tzedec. 

A protest was made by J. J. 
Moir, chairman of the Fairbank 
Ratepayers Association, who 
said the $20,000 request was 
“bribery more than anything 
else.” 

“It is getting to be a real ghet- 
to up there,” Moir said. “There is 
no religious prejudice but there 
is better feeling if the Jews mix 
with our population.”

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GENERAL ZIONISTS HAVE A JOB 
IN ISRAEL WITH CHALUTZIM, TOO

N MONTREAL, Canada, where I came as an immigrant boy in 

1913, I had occasion to observe the manifestations of the way 
in which the already-established Jews took care of the new imme- 
grants, and the relations between the two. The landsmanschaften, 
or “societies” where an immigrant from a given locality in eastern 
Europe joins as a “brother” and is given the moral gupmsesesess 
and financial assistance that can help him adjust 
himself mentally and economically to the bewild- 
ering new environment; where he can get a small 
loan to buy goods and become a peddler; where he ¥ 
can use the rather primitive form of socialized med- 
icine and group insurance by enjoying the services 
of the “society doctor”; where he finds the warmth 
he is much in need of among people who hail from 
the same town or district and have many common 
memories; where a successful “brother” often gives 
a chance to one who is in need of a job, or acts as 
his guide and counsellor in business—is one form. Another form 
is the Hebrew Free Loan Association, a more organized and ad- 
vanced form of help which the better-established immigrants render 
to the newcomers. 

In New York, in Chicago, in Los Angeles and Buenos Aires, 
wherever there was a Jewish immigration, Jewish public life took 
on more or less similar forms. The basic fact is the same: The 
immigrant is in need*of a social instrument to help him adjust him- 
self to his new life, materially, socially, mentally. 


e 

PALESTINE, TOO, IS A LAND of Jewish immigration. But 
the adjustment differs from that in any other country. Consequent- 
ly, the institutions for adjustment also differ. Israel is the only 
country of immigration whch Jews themselves built according to 
a preconceived plan, with a definite goal in view. It is not merely a 
question of helping the individual adjust himself to an already ex- 
isting reality, but of enlisting the same individual in the work of 
creating a new planned reality. Often the individual served more 
as a means for putting the plan into practice than as an end in it- 
self. The people, as a whole, was the winner. Individuals who were 
inspired by the national idea were spiritually enriched. But at the 
same time, here and there, individal needs were neglected. 

Those groups gained most whose members had a certain 
idea in their minds on what type of a Jewish Palestine they 
wanted to establish .They attempted to create favorable con- 
ditions for the realization of their ideals. The Laborite or the 
religious Zionist found more support than the Zionist who was 
concerned merely with establishing a Jewish Homeland. Gen- 
eral Zionists were neglected both as a group and is individuals, 
where they needed assistance. 

Also non-Partisan Jews who came into the country as ordinary 
immigrants were deprived of the special care whch others had. 
Not all Jews entered Israel as idealistic builders and pioneers. Some 
Jews entered Israel just as they entered America, merely to seek 
a home. Not in order to create a new reality, but to become ad- 
justed to the existing one. The number of such Jews is growing. 
Many of the recent arrivals are such that it wuold be unfair to 
demand any other attitude on their part—worn out and harried 
as they are who lack the physical and the mental powers to be 
pioneers. It would be unreasonable to aim any higher than to help 
these immigrants to become ordinary normal citizens of a country 
built by others. 

General Zionism, as an organized movement, ought to concern 
itself with both types: with the pioneer who wishes to build the 
country free from any narrow dogma of the Right or of the Left, 
and with the ordinary immigrant.

But 
the era of ordinary immigration is already in full swing. Here the 
General Zionists enjoy the same advantage as other parties in assist- 
ing pioneers. 

The General Zionist Constructive Fund established at the last 
Zionist Congress seeks to accomplish two objects: to repair what 
what has been neglected with regard to General Zionist pioneers 
and to render help to ordinary immigrants.

With that supplementary assistance they 
have done wonders. The number of General Zionist settlements has 
increased, and is growing That aspect of General Zionism has 
entered upon a new area. 


WHOEVER PAYS A VISIT to the Immigrant Absorption Cen- 
ter of the General Zionists on Montefiore street, in Tel Aviv, can 
witness scenes reminiscent of the Hebrew Immigrant Aid Society 
or Jewish Immigrant Aid Society or similar organizations in the 
United States and Canada in the years of the large Jewish immi- 
gration to the New World. Jews worn out by the great European 
catastrophe, former businessmen, artisans, professionals—they all 
come to seek some support in beginning a new life. They have to 
be addressed in their various languages—Yiddish, Bulgarian, Po- 
lish, Rumanian, German—they have to be treated in a friendly 
spirit, given warmth and encouragement, They must be given a 
small loan on easy, favorable terms. They need advice and guid- 
ance in making their way in the fascinating but rather complex 
new environment into which they have been thrown. The num- 


ber of such immigrants is very large. The country is struggling 
with unusually grave problems. Jews in Israel are in need of broth- 
erly help, not only from their fellow-Jews in Israel but from their 


fellow-Jews all over the world. 


That help they do receive. But there is not enough of it.

And this is 
the program which some polit- 
ical parties and some interests, 
with their own ends to serve, 
have labeled “conservative” or

There is something pathetic 
and almost futile about the et 
forts of these new immigrants to 
become self-respecting supporters 
of their own families. It is pa 
thetic because under present cir 
cumstances most of them are des 
tined to fail. Their capital is in 
sufficient, their customers ale 
paupers and they are making no 
contribution to the economy of 
their country. Most of them are 
merely deluding themselves with 
fond hopes of success. And S60, aé- 
miration for these men must be 
tempered with the understanding 
that they are in an _ economit 
blind alley. For this reason, a 
least one camp director told us 
he plans to forbid these hopefl 
but futile enterprises, and try 
lead the immigrants into mor

Of the nations who were to-vote on it, there 
was hope for sympathy from England, France and 
Italy, since the Jewish populations of those coun- 
tries could argue for the cause. But in Spain (and 
| Brazil) there were no Jewish communities and 
f had not been for hundreds of years, since the 
bloody Inquisition. What could be done to per- 
~ gsuade Spain? 

Then Weizmann recalled the time in 1919 
when the foundations of the Hebrew University 
were laid in Jerusalem. A congratulatory tele- 
gram had come from a professor of the University of Madrid. 

“To this man,” writes Weizmann, “we turned for help; and he 
prought all his influence to bear on his friends.” 





It seems that the Spanish professor was a Marano and so were 
his many friends. “Suddenly we discovered a great daal of unexpect- 
ed and—at the moment—inexplicable sympathy in Spain.” 

The result—the Mandate was unanimously ratified.

too common. Incidentally, the writer can be commended for pub- 
Jicly denouncing an unhealthy situation: 


“I have just cocluded my second year as a Sunday school 
teacher in one of the community’s more prominent synagogues. 
Though the laxity in education in Sunday schools is common knowl- 
edge, perhaps the following report will incite the people of this 
eity to greater interest in this institution. 


“Surprising as it may seem, those responsible for the instruc- 
tion of our children—including myself—were hired without exam- 
ination or interview. The results were inevitable—many of the 
teachers knew little more than the students and the students na- 
urally had little respect for either the teacher or the school in 
general. 


“My classes have informed me that they had never had ex- 
aminations in their entire Sunday school career. It was therefore 
not shocking to find several students in my confirmation class com- 
pletely lax in their studies. One boy in particular had been making 
poor grades all year. His parents did not respond to poor marks nor 
to personal notes or phone calls. Nor could the Rabbi urge the boy 
to increase his efforts. With the approval of the Rabbi and the 
Sunday school board, I administered an examination to these several 
students to determine whether or not they should be confirmed. All 
of these students passed the examination, with the exception of the 
boy mentioned above. His answers, indeed, showed complete lack 
of information. 

“For example, he was not even aware of the fact that a Jewish 
State had been established! Yet the Board hesitated to fail this boy 
and only after reports from his classmates, former teachers and even 
his parents on the boy’s ignorance left them no alternative, did they 
decide to fail him. Even after such a decision had been made, pro- 
tests bythe parents that their son should be confirmed regardless of 
his qualification elicited a promise from the president of the syna- 
gogue that their son would be confirmed. This was done without 
consultation with the Board of Education at the Sunday school. The 
members of the Board disagreed but decided to consider the matter 
elosed, 


“I feel, however, that this incident requires further consid- 
eration. Confirmation of only one non-deserving child is unim- 
portant. What is important is its effect upon the community. 
All those involved in this matter have acknowledged that it is 
the wrong thing to do, but no one was willing to act to maintain 
the integrity of the Sunday school and in this manner, the re- 
spect for the Sunday school decreases rapidly. 


“Parents must be made to realize that these schools are not to 
be treated lightly in jest but should be given their proper place in 
the community; teachers must be more carefully selected and stu- 
dents must be shown that the Sunday school and the synagogue 
are sincere and just in their administration.”

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The Editor's Chair 

ALTHOUGH FROM TIME to 
time The Post can be found cen- 
suring almost every group in 
American Jewish life, and that 
includes the rabbinate, too, I 
think it will be conceded with the 
rabbinate has no better friend in 
the American Jewish community 
than The Post. 

All of which is a prelude to the 
statement that we would like to 
be able once again to have the 
space to print weekly excerpts 
from the congregational bulletins. 
some 300-odd of which we read 
each week. (I hope rabbis who 
are not now sending me their 
bulletin will put me on their 
mailing list). 

Some rabbis use their bulletins 
merely for announcements of 
who gave a donation to this or 
that synagogue fund, but others 
manage to get off a short, direct 
message to their congregation 
through the columns of the bul- 
tetin. Fortunately most members 
read their own bulletin closely, 
so that where a rabbi may reach 
some few hundred of his mem- 
bers in his sermons at services, 
he can reach almost the entire 
membership in his bulletin, and 
there because of space limita- 
tions, he must speak directly to 
the point and with as few wasted 
words as possible. 

To show you what we mean 
here are three or four excerpts 
we've gotten together from 
some of the bulletins that have 
come our way recently. You'll 
see that our rabbis are doing 
seme serious thinking and 
straizht talking, and I’m sure 
you'll admit that only out of 
this direct approach will the 
eventual answer to our prob- 
lems come. 

The first quotation is from 
Rabbi Julius Mark and Rabbi 
Nathan A. Perlman in the Bul- 
letin of Temple Emanu-FE]1 in New 
York. 

“Once again we greet the New 
Year. How swiftly the years pass; 
before we are aware of it, obliv- 
ion snatches them up and they 
are gone. Days are long, hours 
and minutes endless, but the 
years somehow vanish. 

“In part this is because the 
world is too much with us. We 
concern ourselves so much with 
the many vital problems and the 
mounting crises of our age that 
our sense of time is lost. We mea- 
sure it not so much in the fam- 
iliar terms of days, months, years 
as we count it from one near ca- 
tastrophe to another. 

“The New Year tells us to stop 
spinning the globe for a while 
and to sort out the strands that 
make the fabric of our own per- 
sonal lives. It asks us to be alone 
for a little time, in a world that 
presses. like a petulant child, for 
constant attention, and to use this 
time for renewing acquaintace 
with ourselves. It is good some- 
times to be alone. When we are 
deeply stirred or troubled, we are 
usually counselled to ‘get away,’ 
to ‘be alone’ for a little time. 
This season puts the values we 
live by in healthier focus; it in- 
vests us with a sense of the ser- 
ious, and corrects the eagerness 
of worldly and material desires. , 
“By all means sometimes be

“For three-quarters of a cen- 
tury and perhaps more, an Amer- 
ican-Jewish ritual has been in the 
process of evolving.

“We of this generation are 
overwhelmed by a sense of home:

Come 
and let us throw open our souls 
to the wisdom and the truth, the 
beauty and the dignitv of noble 
Jewish aspirations. Come home 
with us for at least a weekly Sab- 
bath visit. 

“Tt will enrich your everyday 
lives. Come, let us return home. 
You'll be glad you came back.”

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Who Will Rise To The Occasion? 


N OUR city, the annual drive of the Jewish 

Welfare Fund has been a failure and the 
most often heard excuse for those who have 
failed to meet their responsibility and on whose 
shoulders lies the direct blame for imperilling a 
community spirit which has taken years to 
build is that “You can’t force a man to give.” 

If that excuse is meant to convey the idea 
that you can’t put the person in jail or confis- 
cate his property as in the case of a govern- 
ment-imposed tax, then such an answer is ac- 
curate. 

But if the answer is meant to infer that 
everyone in the Jewish group can do as he 
wishes and that nothing at all can be done by 
the community as such, then there is involved 
a failure to think through the question and a 
misunderstanding of the nature of Jewish com- 
munity life in America. 

Underlying every Jewish association of any 
kind is implicit the concept that the group was 
formed because there was a need to be met and 
that the need could be filled better cooperative- 
ly. The Jewish Center, the synagogue, Jewish 
forums, Jewish countyy clubs, Jewish public re- 
lations committees, national Jewish organiza- 
tions, lodges, and so on, all fall in this category. 
Gradually, the system has been refined until 
today in almost every community of every size 
there is one recognized (there may be more 
than one) agency which acts and speaks for 
the Jewish community. 

This is a voluntary association. Anyone may 
drop out of it at any time, just as anyone may 
leave the Jewish religion at any time. But as 
long as one remains in the community, then 
he must assume his share of the community 


\ 
obligations. By the same token, the community 
“has the right to use every legitimate means tg 
assure that the burden is shared equitably. 

It is as a result of this kind of thinking that 
most communities today publish lists of cop 
tributions. 

When, as in Indianapolis, enough givers da 
fault so that not only is the drive a failure but 
the entire community structure is threatened, 
then it is important that those who have 
brought about this situation understand exact. 
ly what they are responsible for and that by 
their action, they are destroying the commy 
nity structure as such. 

In Indianapolis, The Post has urged a sup 
plementary drive among the top 200 givers 
Such a drive, properly headed, could easily re 
trieve the situation and thus avert the in. 
evitable consequences next year of the disas. 
trous failure this year. 

It is not too late to do something. Not only 
are business conditions changed very much for 
the better from the time this spring when the 
drive was opened, but in addition, many big 
givers in Indianapolis now are beginning to 
realize what their slashing of gifts has done, 
In other words, the attitude and the psychology 
are such that a successful supplemental drive 
could be put on within a whirlwind two weeks, 

What is needed is leadership. Is Indianapolis 
and other Jewish communities where like situ. 
ations exist bankrupt in leadership? Of course 
not. Given the facts, most Jews are willing to 
face the music. It is when facts are withheld, 
or misunderstanding prevails, that disaster re. 
sults. 

Who, then, will rise to the occasion? 


Authority Of Israel Rabbinate Over All Judaism 


HERE are many who will read with un- 
concealed glee the report of the rejection 
by the Union of Orthodox Rabbis of the at- 
tempt to set up in Israel a recognized spokes- 
man and authority for Orthodoxy throughout 
the world. . 
The Post regards the split in the ranks of 
U.S. Orthodoxy as unfortunate. 


Like Reform and Conservatism, Orthodoxy 
is faced with many problems and these are 
likely to be aggravated by internal conflict. 
The two wings of Orthodoxy in the U.S., the 
younger rabbis in the Rabbinical Council of 
America, and the older rabbis in the Union of 
Orthodox Rabbis have fought each other before 
on other issues but lately there seemed to be 
good grounds for believing that the split was 
healing. 


The Post has not been among those who were 
concerned over the possibility of the extension 
of the authority of the Rabbinate in Israel over 
Judaism throughout the world. The Rabbinate 


in Israel will have its hands so fuil trying to 
fill the spiritual needs of a new and vigorous 
nation that it won’t have too much time to be 
concerned with religions problems in_ the 
United States and elsewhere. 

Then, too, as the gap between the religious 
leaders and the people in Israel is narrowed 
and religion comes to occupy a vital place in 
the life of the people there, the changes will 
have special import for Orthodox Jews else 
where, In fact, some Orthodox leaders in the 
United States have not been at all backward 
in leting the community know that it would 
accept with keen appreciation decisions in Is- 
rael which will bring Orthodoxy more in line 
with present-day living. 

So as religion becomes vital in Israel, as it 
solves the problems connected with divorce, as 
new forms of worship are devised, as the un- 
wieldy and meaningless appurtenances to the 
services are replaced by religious forms, all 
Judaism will benefit and most especially, 
American Judaism. 


Hindsight On Peekskill 


HE lesson learned at Peekskill may have 
been a costly one, but fortunately the sit- 
uation seems to have quieted down, and mature 
minds are at work repairing the damage, al- 
though complete recovery may take years. 
The whole situation was messy. The Jewish 
war Veterans should never have participated, 
and judging from National Executive Director 
Ben Kaufman's explanation in last week's Post, 
the organization seems to regret the whole 
affair. 

By now the Jewish community of the U.S. 
knows what happened. Those opposing Paul 
Robeson fell into the fascist error of lumping 
the Jews together with the Communists and 
assailing and attacking both indiscriminately. 

The fact that Jewish communists were im- 
plicated only served to involve the situation 
that much more. 


We learn by experience. Next time, the JWV 
will be more circumspect. Its Cleveland post 
has already announced a hands-off policy on 
Robeson’s appearance there regardless of what 
the other veterans groups may do. It is a won- 
der that the national civic protective groups, 
such as the American Jewish Congress, the 
American Jewish Committee, or the Anti-Defa- 
mation League of B’nai B’rith weren't called 
in from the very start. It would seem that by 
now every Jewish community would know 
where to go for help in situations so perplexing 
and so dangerous as that at Peekskill. 

Of course ali this is hindsight and The Post 
is not in this editorial attempting to lecture 
or pontificate; our only purpose is to point out 
that in situations as volcanic as that at Peek 
skill, utmost caution and skill are needed, and 
often courage, too.

Failure to distinguish between physical and 
spiritual survival of the Jew lies at reot of 
much of our troubles, says Rabbi James A. Wax 
of Memphis, Tenn., in the Jewish Layman — 
Too many Jews today have a mistaken notion 
of Judaism and the Jewish problem. They 
think of the Jewish problem only in terms of 
survival, and not religious survival. They see 
only the physical, and not the spiritual aspect 
of the Jewish problem. Having a distorted view 
of the problem, because they see only a part of 
it, the modern Jew in America has made philan- 
thropy and charity synonymous with religion 
and Judaism. Charity and philanthropy are a 
part of, but by no means the whole of the Torah 
Many laymen believe that, because they con- 


tribute generously to charitable campaigns, the 
success of which is indispensible to the survival 
of our brethren, they are absolved from the duty 
of study and prayer. Our people have given 
much of their possessions, but little of them 
selves, 

The modern layman must recognize that the 
future of Judaism, the religion of the Jew, de 
pends upon him. Rabbis, however consecrated 
in spirit, and gifted in talent, can not assure the 
sudvival of our faith. Judaism must be studied 
and learned by all Jews. God must be sought 
and glorified by all Jews. The teachings and 
traditions of Israel must be cultivated and ob 
served by all Jews. The religion of our fathers 
can not long continue if its wisdom and ways 
are prized and practiced only by Rabbis.

They made it plain, however, 
that a close watch was being 
maintained on the two groups and 
that any attempt to organize a 
new underground movement 
would be met with drastic and 
overwhelming force. 

The Herut party transfered its 
headquarters to Jerusalem last 
week as a token of the party’s 
determination to fight any in- 
ternationalization effort.

Hebrew Anthology Has 
Tender Background Story 


When you read that an anth- 
ology of American literature will 
soon be published in Hebrew 
translation in Israel, it will be 
more than a literary announce- 
ment. Behind the appearance of 
this volume there shines one of 
the most dramatic episodes of 
the recent Israel saga. 

It is the story of Reuben 
Grossman, the translator, who 
is preparing this book as a 
memorial to his son who fell in 
the war against the Arabs. Reu- 

ben Grossman is a former Chi- 
cagoan who is known as the 
one of the first Americans to 
whom Hebrew was a second 
mother-tongue. 

An early contributor to Ha- 
Doar and a Hebrew writer since 
his early youth he had a volume 
of Hebrew verse published in 
time for his bar-mitvzah, he and 
his wife and two-year old son 
went to Israel 20 years ago. 
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There, he became instructor of 
English at Herzliah and one of 
the Holy Land’s most prolific 
authors. 

His son, Noam, followed in his 
father’s footsteps and showed 
considerable literary talent. 

But the war interrupted young 
Grossman’s studies at Hebrew 
U. He entered Haganah, became 
an officer, and, at the defense of 
Ramlah, he fell, with 16 com- 
rades, before a large force of 
Arabs. 

On Noam’s body there was.a 
scrawled message: “Please make 
no eulogies for me. I have only 
been doing my duty.” The brok- 
en-hearted father has written 
some of the tenderest Hebrew 
verse in print in memory of his 
son. Once, his son had suggested 
to Grossman that it would be a 
good idea to gather the choicest 
American literature inti a He- 
brew anthology. This labor of 
love is now completed, and the 
book will soon appear. Upon its 
fly-leaf there could well appear 
that oft-repeated statement at- 
tributed to the youngsters of 
Haganah: “We may not live to 
see Israel free. But our parents 
will.” (Mordecai Rudensky, in 
the AMERICAN).

JWV Orders Posts To Follow 
Quarantine On Red Public Shows

Posts of the Jewish War Veterans were instruct- 


ed this week, in the wake of the Peekskill riots, to apply a “quar- 
antine treatment to public appearances of, or utterances by Com- 
munists, Fascists and all other subversive elements.” 

The directive was issued by the JWV national policy commit- 


tee, which announced that all 
posts were being prohibited from 
intitiating or participating in any 
public demonstration which poses 
a potential conse- 
quence of riot or 
public disorder. 

A’ post may 
ask permission 
to take part ina 
public demon- 
stration against 
Communism or 
Fascism but may : 
not undertake ac- et 
tion without pri: DORFMAN 
or approval from a_ three-man 
committee. 

Myer Dorfman of St. Paul, 
Minn., national commander, said 
the directive was issued “in the 
light of the recent incidents at 
Peekskill, N. Y., and because Paul 
Rubeson and his sponsors have 
announced they are planning a se- 
ries of meetings throughout the 
eountry.” 

No Help for Hate 

Among the conditions set forth 
in the directive was a require- 
ment that a JWV post planning to 
join a demonstration be given as- 
surance that the demonstration 
“will not serve to evoke racial or 
religious bigotry or un-American, 
anti-democratic expressions.” 

Behind this particular provis- 
ion was understood to be specific 
anti-Semitic actions that devel- 
oped at the Peekskill riots. An 
investigation of participation of 
the Peekskill JWV post in the 
Peekskill affair was underway by 
the national JWV office. 

Ben Kaufman, national execu- 
tive director, told The Post last 
week that the only participation 
of the Peekskill JWV members in 
the rioting was breaking up of 
small gangs of young hoodlums 
shouting anti-Semitic epithets.
